SEES CHALLENGE 


Langdon W. Post, regional di- 
rector of the Federal Housing au- 
thorty, from San Francisco, told 
members and guests of the Upland 
Housing Authority yesterday that 
he believed California faced a great 
challenge ia meeting the post-war 
employment demands. 

Twenty persons were invited to 
honor Mr. Post at a luncheon yes- 
terday held at the home tf Mrs. 
Edna Brown, 1423 North Euclid 
aveune. 

“With a large supply of skilled 
labor br ought here by war indus- 
tries, we can meet the post-war 
situation by providing jobs in the 
home construction industry,” he 
said. 

“But post-war problems cannot 
be solved without whclehearted 
cooperation between private and 
public housing,” he continued. 

Of special interest to the agri- 
cultural representatives present 
was the report made by Mr. Post 
of an experiment in moving one of 
the demountable war housing 
units. “California has 12,000 of 
these demountable units,” he said, 
which can be moved to house agri- 
cultural and seasonal workers 
after their need for housing war 
workers is over. 

In the discussion which followed, 
considerable emphasis was given to 
the need for a master plan in this 
area to guide the growth of the
